REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-7 are allowed because the prior art references of record fail to teach or suggest an ink 
cartridge comprising an ink outlet that is equipped on a sidewall of a case of the ink cartridge, an 
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ink supply chamber is connected in a low position with the ink outlet and in a high position with 
an air vent, wherein an ink storage chamber is connected in a low position with the ink supply 
chamber through a first passageway and a second passageway, the second passageway is below 
the ink outlet and above the first passageway in the combination as claimed. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. These prior art references (US Pat. 5,953,030; US Pat. 6,010,212; US Pat. 
6,270,207; US Pat. 6,520,630) cited in the PTO 892 form show an ink cartridge which is deemed 
to be relevant to the present invention. These references should be reviewed.
